WASHINGTON, D. C., May 5.—The 


publication yesterday of the Senate 
Committee report on the tariff bill, 
striking out the clause protecting the 
reciprocity treaty, surpised the friends 
of Hawaii both in and out of Congress. 
At the same time, it surprised the ene- 
mies of Hawaii. The action taken was 
sudden and entirely unexpected.

the present moment it is difficult to 
state with accuracy the motives or 
causes which effected this result.

committee declared that the danger 
signals mjght be taken down, so far 
as the committee was concerned.

The winds from tbe four quar- 
ters are now unloosed. The antagon- 
ism between tbe Western and Eastern 
protectionists is more aggressive than 
ever, and the knowing men predict a 
fierce locking of horn?.

He Questions .He Motives of tie 


Hawaiian Planters. 


CRITICISES THIS GOVERNMENT 


Beet Sugar Men Are Well 


Organized. 


Hawaii;, Raised a War Scare to 


Excite 
Sympathy 
of 


United States. 


What the beet, sugar men think of 


the Dingley tariff bill in so far as it 
concerns Hawaii, and annexation may 
be judged from the following article 
in'the Washington Post: 


A representative of The Post recent- 


ly obtained an interview on Hawaii 
with Mr. Henry Oxnard, who repre- 
sents here the beet sugar industry, and 
the conversation developed an inter- 
esting condition of things. 


"In what way, Mr. Oxnard, would 


the annexation of Hawaii, and how 
does the existing treaty with the Isl- 
ands, affect our revenues and domes- 
tic sugar production?" 


"Before that question is answered, 


the situation of our domestic produc- 
ehs should be considered. 
.Prior to 


1890, the duty on sugar has been very 
liberal. The McKinley law made sugar 
conditionally 'free,' but gave our pro- 
ducers a bounty in lien of the duty, 
to encourage and protect them, less, 
however, than the duty it displaced by 
from one-half to 1*£ cents a pound. 
In August, 1894, the bounty was sud- 
denly repealed and sugar received un- 
der the 40 per cent, rate of duty about 
1 cent of protection, reduced by foreign 
export sugar bounties to, say three- 
quarters of a cent only. And that is 
the present situation. 
We are now 


menaced by 'free' sugar from Hawaii, 
and cheap bounty-fed sugars from Eu- 
rope. 
Free 
sugar 
from 
Hawaii 


amounts, to all intents and purposes, 
to a bounty on that sugar, and is dis- 
crimination against other foreign su- 
gar. There really is little or no pro- 
tection for domestic sugar in the pre- 
sent law, because it costs us so much 
more to make sugar than 
it does 


abroad, where there is ample cheap 
labor and material, and where the in- 
dustry is long established. 


"In the Dingley bill'there is some 


protection for sugar, but not sufficient 
encouragement to invest additional 
capital, and that ought to be an ob- 
jective point in the next pu^ar sched- 
ule. 
In fact, the Republicans at St. 


Louis promised it. One.of its resolu- 
tions read: 
'The Republican Party 


favors such protection as will lead lo 
the production on American soil of all 
the sugar which the American people 
use and for which they pay other 
countries more than $100,000,000 an- 
nually.' " 
"Are you anticipating that Congress 


will liquidate that promise?" 


"I doubt very much whether the re- 


sult can be reached without an exer- 
cise of more liberality than is shown 
in the Dingley bill. We have assumed, 
of course, that the St. Louis resolution 
was a sincere expression of party pol- 
icy, and our sugar producers are urg- 
ing upon the majority a test of sincer- 
ity. Present conditions, therefore, en- 
able us to see more how the Hawaiian 
treaty affects domestic sugar produc- 
tion. " Manufacturers of domestic sugar 
and our beet growers are unalterably 
opposed to a contiuance of that treaty, 
now that eighteen years have elapsed 
since it was made." 
BEET SUGAR MEN ORGANIZED. 
"Are the domesic sugar interests or- 


ganized in any way, and to what ex- 
tent?" 
"Yes; fully organized. As President 


of the 'American Beet Sugar Associa- 
tion,' I represent, directly and indi- 
rectly, thousands of farmers, and the 
domestic manufacturers as well, and 
they are co-operating with the 'Amer- 
ican Sugar Growers' Society,' which 
has auxialliary clubs all over the coun- 
try, while in Louisiana and Texas 
there are two powerful sugar organi- 
zations. As an evidence of the strength 
of these agricultural clubs, there are at 
least 30 at different points in Illinois. 
as many in Ohio, Indiana. Minnesota, 
Iowa, and Nebraska, with many in 
Oregon, Virginia, Pennsylvania, North 
Carolina and very many more in New 
York, Michigan nnd other State?. This 
force is a compact body, fully advised 
how inimical the Hawaiian treaty is 
to their interests, while the labor ar- 
ganizations of the country are also op- 
posed to the treaty, because the aver- 
age Hawaiian planter employes con- 
tract labor to make suagr, which comes 
in free to compete with well-paid labor 
in field and factory in the United Stat- 
es." 


"How 
does the yield of sugar in Ha- 


waii compare with the yield in the 
United States?" 
"Hawaii has a great advantage in 


that also. I have here an extract from 
a recent letter to a Washington paper, 
from Honolulu, in which the writer 
says: 
" 'In full view of our city. 12 miles 


away as the bird flies, 136 acres or 
sugar cane have lately been cut and 
ground, yielding an average of slightly 
over 11 tons of raw sugar to the acre. 
Una surh a yield over been approxi- 
mated in any other country9 
I be- 


lieve that the average yield on 'plant' 
cane on all our plantations is between 
4 and 5 tons.' One and n half tons in 
Louisiana is a heavy yield." 


"How have these labor and produc- 


tive 
factors 
affected 
the 
United 


States?" 


"In the first place, our Treasury hns 


lost about $00,000,000 of revenue. The 
Hawaiian sugar planters did not need 


that bounty. The fertility of their soil! 
and thi'ir coolie labor were ample ad-1 
vantages. The original treaty was de-1 
nouuced in Congress as a 'Job' and it i 
is certainly operating very inJuriouHly 
on our domestic augur industry. 
It 


1ms run about three yearn beyond the 
time bpecified, and we are especially! 
entitled to be relieved from UB oper- 
ation at this time, because Hawaii can 
export about 4,000,000,000 pounds, or 
suffie'ent 10 furnish all tb^ sugar that 
the Paciiic Coast and other Statea west 
of the Mississippi River require, and 
it thus enters into sharp competition 
on unequal terms with our domestic 
product and has frequently deprived 
us 
of 
our 
own 
local mar- 


kets. 
Our domestic producers have 


cheap sugar from Germany on one 
side, and free sugar from Hawaii on 
the other, and the contest is too un- 
equal. 
Uuless we have substantial 


relief, domestic sugar production is 
doomed." 
FEAR OF TREATY ABROGATION. 


"What are the advantages under 


this treaty?" 
"There are none. Some have been 


manufactured for the special use of 
the Hawaiian Annexation Club, locat- 
ed here. For instance, Hawaii took 
from us a million dollars' worth more 
of products in 1890 than she did in 
1895. 
Our export trade with her was 


no greater in 1895 than in 1893 while 
her free exports to us, mostly sugar, 
have increased enormously). If we 
should make Hawaii a present of all 
our exports and a million dollars be- 
sides, it would only balance what we 
remit to her annually in duty on her 
sugar." 
"Why is annexation being pressed 


so vigorously at this time?" 


"Well, the incentive behind that is 


found principally in the fear which 
the Hawaiian sugar planters have 
that the treaty may be abrogated. Of 
course annexation in any form would 
allow Hawaiian sugar to come in free 
for all time, and that is the real point 
with those here who compose the An- 
nexation CluTi. As long ago as 1872 
Gen. Schofleld, who was sent to Ha- 
waii to investigate matters, said: 


" 'The great object of the Hawaiian 


government in seeking a reciprocity 
treaty with the United States has 
been, and will probably continue to 
be, to relieve its sugar planters from 
the operation of our tariff on that 
article. The cession of Pearl River 
harbor could probably be obtained by 
the United States in consideration of 
the repeal of the duty on Sandwich 
Island sugar. Indeed, the Hawaiian 
sugar planters are anxious for a reci- 
procity treaty, or so anxious rather 
for free trade in sugar with the United 
States, that many of.them openly pro- 
claim themselves in favor of the an- 
nexation of these islands to the United 
States.'. 
"And he further said: 'The cession 


of Pearl River harbor is an equiva- 
lent for free trade (in sugar with the 
United States) is freely discussed and 
favorably considered by the Hawaiian 
government.'" 
"Was Pearl River harbor granted? 
"No, not in the original treaty; bnt 


before our Senate would consent to 
extend the treaty for seven years Mr. 
Edmunds caused 
to be inserted a 


seperate article (2), whereby Hawaii 
granted that harbor to us, and if it 
did not become ours then absolutely 
it certainly will twelve months after 
notice is given of the abrogation of 
the treaty." 
"But it is urged that the Lmted 


States needs Hawaii as an outpost." 


"Oh, yes, I know. That idea has 


been worked up here, but it sirnplv 
covers the free sugar gentleman in 
ihe wood pile. Why, Mr. Garfield on- 
uoeed annexation, and he gave un- 
answerable reasons for it. We have 
Pearl River harbor, and it comman-l, 
the Pacific and covers Honolulu, and 
every nation well understands that our 
policy toward Hawaii is that which 
was laid down in t*e agreement en- 
tered into by England and France in 
1843, whereby they agreed 'never to 
take possession (of Hawaii), directly 
nor under the title of protectorate, or 
under any other form, of any part of 
the territory of which the Sandwich 
Islands are composed,' How can we 
consistently 
and honorably protest 


against the interference of other gov- 
ernments an yet seek the annexation 
of these islands ourselves? And espe- 
cially as two-thirds of the people are 
disfranchised 
in favor of a sugar 


planters' oligarchy." 
EXPLODES THE JAPAN BUBBLE. 


25, 1893, from Mr. Wik'ux to our Com- 
miosioner to Hawaii. In.' embodied u 
htutt'iueiit of the appropriations made 
by Hawaii to encourage emigration to 
the island, the total amount from 1874 
to and including 1890 being $1,315,000. 
Sixty thousand dollars were appropri- 
ated therefor in 1800. He states that 
nine-tenths of the whole sum was 
spent to encourage Chinese and Japa- 
|nese! 
More recently the Legislature 


i limited the coming of Chinese to 5,- 


000 per annum, 'the Japanese being 
substituted for them.' In other words, 
these few Hawaiian sugar planters, 
with their pocket gorged with money 
which should be in our Treasury, hav- 
ing brought upon themselves for sel- 
fish purposes a certain condition from 
Japanese immigration to obtain coolie 
labor, and discriminating it favor of 
it and continuing it by law, they want 
the United States 
to protect 
them 


against their own avaricious policy." 


"Is it true, as reported in a New 


York paper, that the Sugar Trust is 
attempting to buy up your beet sugar 
factories?" 


"No, sir; theie isn't a word of tnith 


in it. It is a story set afloat by the Ha- 
waiian planters and agents of the irust 
to prejudice our interest in the pena- 
irg tariff bill. 
The trust does not 


want to develop the domestic sugar 
industry and hence a continuance of 
the treaty, or free sugar, is just what 
it desires. Besides, in its contract wHh 
the Hawaiian planters, the Trust has 
an advantage of over $1,000,000 yearly 
and it wants to keep it."

Retired Plantation Man Tells Hit 


Experience. 


"When I was a boy, 15 years old,' 


said a prominent Honolulu merchant 
yesterday, "I went to work on a farm 
in Missouri and mighty hard work i 
was. 
At 19, I came to Hawaii and 


went to work on a sugar plantation 


ami continued from the position of 
laborer at a few dollar* u month until 
utter awhile I was mudu an under 
luna. 
"I never saw in all of my experience 


on the plantation quite halt as unioli 
hard work us \vas done on that Mis- 
houri farm. Take thu plantation car- 
lenters, for instance, why there wn^- 
i't one of them who thought of lopuii - 
ng a, fence- unless ihe> had a halt 
lozen Kanakas to carry tin- nails and 
lold up the board. The work of the 
aborers on plantations in Hawaii is 
not so hard as it is on the average 
'arm in the States and the hours not 
as long as they are during harvest 
time. 
"The white laborers who are expect- 


i 
ai Ewa within a few months will 


ind, from all accounts, better cmarter:- 
tind easier work than they have been 
used to in the States, and at the end 
of their planting contract they should 
be earning at least $50 a month each. 
Much will depend upon the character 
of the men sent down but as Mr. Fitz- 
gerald has had it pretty thoroughly 
drilled into him that the men who 
come here shall be able bodied and of 
a moral character that will guarantee 
their not spending the first two or 
three days after they get their pay, in 
the saloons. 
I know how it used to 


be; Monday 
was always considered 


"Blue Monday" and it was next to 
impossible to get any work out of the 
men. This has all changed now am! 
men do better work. 


"The new men are not to come until 


the planting season begins again, say 
two or three months, then they will 
begin work in earnestly and I believe 
they will be the advance guard to a 
large number of white laborers or 
planters who will settle in Hawaii."

initiate a practical immigration 
scheme, similar to the Canadian, 
and set apart some of these runs 
for the settlement of European 
farmers, then take a paternal in- 
terest in their welfare, giving their

The rebels 
are led by a former colonel of the 
Brazilian army, and they display 
their dislike for the Republic by- 
destroying the notes issued by the 
Republic and issuing money on 
which appears the picture of the 
ex emperor.

paper is authority for the state- 
ment that the Monarchists arc re- 
ceiving large Minis of money from 
Europe and a general Monarchist 
uprising is prophesied. This cor- 
respondent says;

pleases—-and finding that law and 
order must still be maintained, 
they draw the thoughtless conclu- 
sion that the old form is better 
than the new.

tional forces to accomplish the nec- 
essary changes in the public- mind 
which will finally result in a pro- 
gressive and united nation where 
the power of brains and the ballot 
is placed above temper, prejudice 
and powder and bullet.

The people 
of Hawaii must remember that 
there is not a single statesman in 
the United States who can be 
frightened by threats of what Ha- 
waii will do.

And 
for two reasons. First, because while 
they are snuffing up their two per cent 
solution, they are blowing out their 
brains. And, secondly, because while 
they are doing this they imagine no 
one knows it. 
"That man I just pointed out to you 


thinks his secret is hidden in his own 
breast, and that no one can detect the 
habit, but he is wrong. Any man .who 
has ever used cocaine knows what it 
is, and the effects of it. He knows by 
the expression on a man's face wheth- 
er or not he uses it. In San Francisco 
cocaine has taken the place of mor- 
phine, though I believe the former is 
the more dangerous of the two, be- 
cause it affects the brain, 


"In Chicago, its use became so gen- 


eral among young men and factory 
girls that a city ordinance was passed 
prohibiting the sale of it. Then an en- 
terprising, but unprincipled druggist 
began the manufacture of a snuff which 
takes its place, and hundreds of people 
use it and help him to make a fortune. 
By the way, snuffing is a favorite way

cern to many taxpayers. Why cannot 
this important function of the Gov- 
ernment, the semi-annual tax-gather- 
ing, be conducted on business prin- 
ciple? Who not send out tax bills as 
does the Superintendent 
of Water- 


works? 
If the Government wishes to call in 


certain bonds, it carefully advertises 
numbers, dates, amounts for months 
beforehand. Why should not the citi- 
zens have been notified that failure 
to pay their taxes before Jan. 1, would 
work a forfeiture of their right of 
suffrage? If a man cannot be deprived 
of property rights except by due pro- 
cess &f law, how is it that this impor- 
tant right of suffrage should be for- 
feited, by gross negligence on the part 
of Government officials, quite as much 
as by the pardonable ignorance of the 
voter? 
One looks in vain through 


the tax-law for any notification of the 
penalty of a loss of the voting priv- 
ilege. It seems that it is a provision 
of the Constitution, designed to do 
away with the iniquitous practice of 
buying votes and voters just before 
election. 
But if the tax-collector Is 


careful to notify delinquents, that a 
penalty of ten per cent, will be de- 
manded on all taxes not paid before 
Jan. 15, why should not the voters 
have been also warned by the same 
official authority that this still heav- 
ier penalty would fall on all who did 
not pay before January 1st? Can any 
man, any Government, take advan- 
tage of its own wrong-doing to work 
additional injustice? Is not this a case 
where the Executive can interfere, as 
has been done to save merchants from 
giving public account of their person- 
al affairs? 
What, too, are the legal reasons for 


this recent action of the executive, 
suspending some of the provisions of 
the tax-law? What Is the basis of the 
objections made by the merchants? In 
these days of limping justice, lamed 
as well as blindfolded, when the pres- 
sure is brought to bear more and more 
heavily on one class In the commnulty, 
on the worker rather than on the mani- 
pulator, it is well to have the right and 
the wrong clearly presented. There is 
a wrong way, It must be acknowledge, 
that may be taken to secure unques- 
tioned rights. Methods of procedure, 
it cannot be denied, must be scrutin- 
ized, as will as principles of action, 
Surely, in these days of constant dis- 
cussion of economical problems, it is 
too late to raise objections to the prin- 
ciple of the income tax. All taxes 
must be paid out of accumulations, 
and the income tax Is not a penalty 
laid upon thrift; it is a proper equili- 
zation of burdens in proportion to in- 
comes. More and more are governments 
adopting this principle as their settled 
policy. The British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, said last month, In allus- 
ion to the changes of the sixty years 
since the beginning of Victoria's reign, 
that then 71 per cent of the rev- 
enue was derived from taxes on com- 
modities, now only 44 per cent. Taxes 
on income and on property have sup- 
planted the old methods. 
Annuling 


taxes and dodging taxes are not modes 
of procedure, which wealth can always 
practice with immunity. 
No reasons 


seem to have been given on either 
side. 
Executive functions take the 


place of legislative and judicial func- 
tions; and this is justifiable for good 
reasons occasionally: not necessarily 
a usurpation of power: why not give 
reasons, and show the rightfulness of 
these queer proceedings? 
Are they

of using the stuff, because It is not as 
apt to show on a man as by the use 
of a hypo. You might see a man snuff 
a solution a" dozen times and think 
nothing of it, but if you should see him 
step to one side and take a shot with 
a syringe you would suspect at once 
that he is a fiend. The people here 
snuff it—none of them use a syringe 
for the very reason that they want to 
keep their habit from the knowledge of 
their families or friends. 
"What would I recommend? Why, 


that moral suasion be used on the vic- 
tims and a rigid law by the Govern- 
ment, prohibiting the sale of the drug, 
except on the prescription of a physi- 
cian, and an additional law which 
would forbid that prescription being 
refilled. When opium was sold under 
a license in Honolulu natives became 
addicted to It, and I don't know many 
who gave it up. Cocaine Is quite as 
pleasant to the fiend as opium, and 
there Is nothing In the way of their be- 
coming addicted to It. These habits 
spread like a plague, but not so rap- 
idly. Once a man or woman gets ad- 
dicted to it there is trouble ahead. He 
will not realize his danger, and will 
never admit that he cannot stop it. 
In this respect, it is like the use of 
liquor; few peopleVUl admit that they 
cannot drink or not, as they choose, 
but the records of a local liquor habit 
hospital prove that nearly 150 of these 
"stop-when-they-want-to" fellows over 
estimated their abilities. It took me 
a year to stop the use of cocaine, and 
I have not touched it for five years. 
I have no desire for it, and feel sorry 
when I see a man of intelligence fall- 
ing into the trap."

Third—Several teachers have asked

In regard to

Cooper said that no holiday had been 
proclaimed for that day. He supposed 
however, that the teachers would- do 
just as they 'had on Washington's 
birthday.

Some Policy Must Be Adopted to 


Supply Wood for Future 


Generations. 


The scarcity of forest trees which is 


becoming more and more apparent in 
the United States, because of the ex- 
tensive use of timber, and the ultimate 
result is the subject of an article in a 
recent Washington Star. The Depart- 
ment of \griculture is taking a deep in- 
terest in the subject and is endeavoring 
to impress upon builders the need of 
substituting some other building ma- 
terial for wood. The Star says: 


Special attention is now being given 


by the Department of Agriculture to 
the subject of forestry. 
Secretary Wil- 


son proposes to do all in his power dur- 
ing his administration to inaugurate a 
system of tree-planting and care for the 
forests, which will prevent the pres- 
ent tendency to destroy the timber of 
the country and to leave it fifty years 
hence practically without material of 
this kind. 
It is not generally realized ,altnougn 


scientists who have studied the ques- 
tion are well aware of the fact, that the 
carniferous woods now available for 
timber in the United States, and this 
Is about the only timber that is useful 
for building purposes, will not last at 
the present rate of consumption more 
than forty years. It has taken from 100 
to 200 years to grow this wood, and it 
may well be seen why specialists nre 
very much concerned over having the 
country adopt the policy which will 
give future generations building ma- 
terial.

INDIVIDUAL INVESTMENT. 


"Would it be possible," Mr. Fernow 


was asked, "for an individutl to enter 
upon forestry in this country and to 
secure at once and continuously a re- 
turn of 6 per cent?" 


"Not only could a return of G per 


cent be secured, but a much larger re- 
turn would result if the business were 
entered upon in the right way. In the 
first place, in order to make forestry 
pay, 
it. must be pursued on a, very ex- 


tensive scale. Let me take 2,000,000 
acres of Southern pine lands and I will 
«how you an industry that will pay 12 
or 15 per cent, and will become more 
nnd more profitable as the years go by. 
But it is not all forest land that, will 
vield immediate returns, and, whatever 
the returns may be, it can only be suc- 
cessfully pursued by the investment of

"The importance of forestry to the 


farmers in the West is not realized by 
them today. There is an idea in that 
section of the country that timber suit- 
able for house building can be supplied 
by the planting of trees there. Yo'i 
may plant trees there, but they win not 
yield timber in that section of the coun- 
try. As I have said, timber must be 
grown where nature has shown that 
timber has grown. We have got our 
timber from the Bast and from the far 
West, and that vast section of the 
country lying between the two mount- 
ain ranges, desirable for agricultural 
purposes, has and will continue to de- 
pend vmon the country to the east and 
west of it. For these reasons the far- 
mer of the West is thoroughly inter- 
ested in forestry, because he has TO 
other building material than wood. He 
is without stone, and it would be • 
very costly thing for him to RUPP''- 
himself with brick. It seems stmnp- 
<hat those portions of the coimtv 
which have abundance of timber n"0 
the portion? which could best get nlo'-s 
without timber for building purposes, 
for they have plenty of stone. When 
the farmers of the West begin to real- 
ize this condition I think they w'll

suspected tuberculosis owing to tub- 
erculin reaction, and on post mortem, 
all showed lesions of tuberculosis in 
different organs. 
Since the removal of the Infected

Immigration Inspector Geffeney fifty- 
one certificates and claimed that was 
sufficient to let the Japanese go ashore 
without examination. 
Geffeney 
re- 


fused to let them do so, and upon ex- 
amination claimed that five of the Ja- 
panese had false certificates that had 
been issued to other Japanese and sold 
or given to the five on the steamer. 
These five were specially examined, 
but as they were entitled to land any- 
way they were allowed to do so. 


The reason for the five Japanese 


using false certificates is not known, 
especially as they could have got their 
own certificates at Victoria without 
trouble. 
It is believed the 
ignorant 


laborers were duped by some persons 
engaged in making money out of cer- 
tificates. The matter is being investi- 
gated. 
The steamship people contend that 


they exercise every possible care at 
Victoria, and do not allow any Japa- 
nese to come aboard their vessels with- 
out showing a certificate. 
They are 


not able to pass upon the question of 
the certificate 
being good or bogus. 


They claim that when they turn the 
Japanese over to the Federal authori- 
ties here their responsibilities cease. 
The fifty-one Japanese that came on 
the Umatilla were taken to the quaran- 
tine station, there examined by Inspec- 
tor Geffereney and brought back to 
this city on the quarantine boat Stern- 
berg. Less trouble is expected in the 
future, as the regulations are pretty 
well understood now. 


U. S. S. ADAMS HERE. 


Will Remain in Honolulu Only 


About a Week. 


The TJ. S. S. Training Ship Adams, 


W. C. Gibson Commander, arrived in 
port yesterday morning, two days from 
Hilo, at which port they remained a 
week. She came the whole way under 
sail with the exception of getting out 
of Hilo harbor, when, she used steam. 
The Adams will remain here about a 
week when she will proceed to Puget 
Sound and from there to San Francisco 
where she is due, July 14. It is said 
that when she arrives in San Fran- 
cisco she will have a new deck put in 
which will take two or three months' 
time and that she will go out of com- 
mission. 
Addressing one of the officers in 


regard to the short stay in Honolulu 
he replied: "The Adams is a train- 
ing ship and we must expect to make 
only the briefest stays at the various 
ports we visit. We have aboard some 
eighty boys from 15 years up who are 
being taught the life of a bluejacket 
and the sea is where they must get 
their training. To remain at any port 
longer than necessary, would be to de- 
feat the purpose for which the Adams 
has been sent out. Remember, how- 
ever, that I do not say this because 
I, and several others of us, would not 
like to remain over."

Morning Star Has Many 


Experiences. 


Teachers and Their Work Among 


Natives-Chiefs and Their 


Sterling Qualities. 


So far there have been two papers on 


the subject of the Marshall Islands 
from the pen of Mr. Harry Swinton 
who was first officer on the missionary 
packet Morning Star during her last 
cruise in the South Seas. In the paper 
given below will be found the conclu- 
sion of the cruise among the islands of 
the Marshall group. The next paper 
will deal with the Gilbert Islands. Mr. 
Swinton concludes the Marshalls as fol- 
lows: 
Arriving at the passage, on the way 


out, we found, as already stated, sea^s 
breaking clean across. Concluded to 
luff up and come to anchor, thinking of 
course it would moderate sometime 
during the day. After waiting until 
6 o'clock that evening we found it ne- 
cessary to stop there that night on ac- 
count of the weather. 


About 11 o'clock next day, notwith- 


standing it was not much better, we 
got under way, set all sail, and, stem- 
ing at the same time, managed to get 
out of the lagoon, bound for Warto, 
another one of the new islands we had 
to visit. 


Found after getting out into the open 


sea, bad weather, heavy seas running 
and strong wind dead ahead. 
Under 


the circumstances Dr. Rife who had 
some authority 
as to the 
Star's 


movements in this group with the Cap- 
tain of course concurring, concluded to 
keep off for Ujae, leaving Warto out 
until the next year. I must admit it 
suited me to a dot, and if I am not mis- 
taken, the Captain himself felt pleased 
at the change of program. 


Two hours and fifteen minutes after 


we sighted the north end of Ujae, some 
18 miles away, bearing SW by S by the 
compass. 


Came up to it at noon, ran along the 


Innd towards the entrance into the 
lagoon. 


Eentered the lagoon 2:13 p. m. with 


a strong head wind to contend with in 
the passage. 
Fifteen mimites before 


that we had clenred up all our sails. 
It was as much as we could do to 
steam into the lagoon. After entering 
we kept off as the station was away at 
the "outh end of lagoon, some fifteen 
miles away. 


The wind now being favorable, we 


set all fore and aft sails, and steaming 
at the same time, came to an anchor ofl 
the Mission station 4:25 p. m., or two 
hours and fifteen minutes after enter- 
ing the passage 


That night it commenced to blow 


and rain with heavy squalls at inter- 
vals; 4:15 that morning (Nov. 5th). 
let go the other anchor. Paid out 50 
fathoms of chain on the port anchor 
and 30 on the other. 


After breakfast, Dr. Rife, Miss Pal- 


mer, 
the school girls and boys, went 


in to see the teacher and have their <so- 
cial gathering with the people, the ba< 
weather notwithstanding. Found her 
the rhief of Warto, the Island we were 
to visit, but had left for the next trip 


* as previously stated. 


It seems that he brought back hi 


own canoe some of the natives of this 
island who had drifted away, whirl1 
showed conclusively that he had som 
Christian feeling. To his delignt, the 
Morning Star sailed in while he WEE 
still there waiting for an opportunity 
to get home. 


We left with him the teacher whirl- 


we ourselves had intended to land on 
his own island, some 25 or 30 miles t 
the northward and eastward from here 
He was very much pleased at this. He 
might have had to wait sometime be 
fore getting a chance to go back. The 
wind must needs be favorable or els 
he might have.drifted away as did the 
ones he brought back. 


After being delayed there a day o 


two longer than we had calculated. 01 
account of the weather, we weighed an 
chor Saturday, November 7th, for on 
next port—Namuick—some 250 miles t 
the southward and <astward of u=;.

Thi re wo had pleasant weather, the 


lo'icher of the island came on board 
>nd a number of canoes alongside. 


One of our visitors was a half-caste 


>f tho Sandwich Islands. He has lived 
in that sroup for a number of years, 
is married and has a family. His old- 
est boy was on board with us. He had 
:>een a year at the training school on 
Kusaie and had just returned to his 
amilv. His little daughter goes to the 
;irls training school. We took her on 
:ioard when we left the next day. 


The Hawaiian referred to had the 


misfortune of losing his right hand 
while fishing with giant powder. This 
has prevented him from doing much 
work. He is a. fine blacksmith. Owing 
to the misfortune, he wants 
to get 


jack home once more and to bring his 
family with him. I told him I would 
ee what could be done for him when 
got back again in Honolulu. 
After dinner on the day of our ar- 


ival, Dr. Rife, Miss Palmer, the school 
girls and boys went ashore to see the 
eople. Found everything satisfactory 
here and the good work going trium- 
hantly onward. 
Next day, 4:15 p. m., November 13th. 
ot under weigh for Namuick; passed 
ut of the lagoon, 4:40, into the open 
ea. As we wanted to get to the next 
lace bright and early the next morn- 
ng, we sailed and steamed; 11 o'clock 
hat night stopped engines; 5:30 a. m., 
aised land 8 miles away; started en- 
gines again; soon we were running 
long the coast for the Mission sta- 
ion. 
This was one of the islands 


vhere we had to lay off and on, as 
iere is no entrance ^nto the lagoon. 
;Vhen abreast of the station, lowered 
oat. 
Dr. Rifle, Miss Palmer, with 


leir crowd, went ashore as usual to 
ee the people. This Is the only Island 
n the group from which no canoes 
ame alongside. 
We were in luck on account of hav- 


ng such fine weather. 
The people 


ishore told us that it was the first fine 
ay they had seen for two or three 
reeks. If we had arrived there the day 
efore, we could not have landed. 
Found the work here as at Ebon, 
regressing. We left a few passengers 
horn we had brought from the other 
slarrls. to help the good work. 


6:15 p. m.—Boat returned with Dr. 


Hife. Miss Palmer and the rest of them. 
We then braced forward, made all sail* 
but the royal, and set out for Jaluit, 
ov last port in this group. 


Since the Germans have taken these 


slands, they have made - imperative 
:hat vessels shall enter and clear from 
raluit. This makes it very inconveni- 
ent as far as the Morning Star is con- 
cerned, for when she leaves Kusaie to 
sro through the Marshall groups with 
the training school girls and boys on 
soard to see their relations, she will 
have to pass Namiuoh and Ebon to go 


Jaluit; wereas. if she could call at 


those two places on her way there, it 
would shorten her voyage considera- 
bly.- She would then proceed on her 
rounds by way of Mille and go the 
whole circuit with wind and current in 
her favor, Ujae then being the last 
island to visit. She could make a bee 
ine for Jajuit. with a leading wind in 
her favor. 


But as it is now, she leaves Ujae for 


Nameneh, then Ebon; after that she 
will have to beat up to .T.iluit against a 
strong head wind, accompanied with 
:)ad weather. The distance is not much 
between the islands, but the Star is not 
a very fast boat, especially if there if 
any beating to windward on the pro- 
gram. 
Her beating-to-windward qualities 


puts one in mind of a hog going to war 
'o-wit. "broadside to leeward." 


Well, we were quite fortunate this 


trip in making the run from Namerioi 
fo Jaluit in three day*, over a distance 
of 75 or 80 miles.- Came to an anchoi 
off Imroig. .Terem'ah's station. Jere- 
miah, it will be remembered, is one o 
rhe oldest teachers in the group. TVe 
stopped there that night. Next morn- 
ing, 
the 18th, started down for Jaluit 


station with the intention of gettiif 
our clearance and of getting away tha:

'teamed along for six or seven hour* 
as the wind was very light. After thai 
\ve made Mail, as it breezed up from thi 
uorlhwst. Stopped steaming and madr 
Kusaie on November 25, 1896. Came 
to an anchor about noon that da\ 
When we sighted Kusaie, saw a' sal' 
on our lee bow, some eight or nino 
miles off. We signaled to her, and slio 
to us, but being too far off, could not 
make her out. She was, however, a 
large, four-masted ship, square rigged 
four and aft- Thus there ends our 
Marshall Islands' trip. 


To sum up the cruise in this group, 


I must say, the American Board ought 
!o be satisfied with the progress thus 
far made throughout the group. To 
one, 
such as myself, who was there 


;ome 22 years ago, I must say a won- 
derful change has taken place, spir- 
itually, showing conclusively to my 
mind that the labors of the band of 
Godly men and women who left the 
comforts of their homes and went out 
,o preach the Gospel to the heathens 
are not lost. Mighty, through God, 
have they been in the pulling down 
of strongholds, the casting down of 
magination and every high thing that 
las ever exerted itself against the 
knowledge of God, withal, the bringing 
nto captivity of every thought to the 
ibedience of Christ.

Fastest Boat in the World. 


The steam turbine-driven boat Tur- 


bina is reported to have made the 
peed of 32% knots an hour in an offi- 
cial trial in England on April 10th. 
This is about 37% statute miles an 
hour. The engine of the Turbina is 
he invention of William Parsons. The 
vessel which was built for the purpose 
of these trials is constructed of steel 
plate, varying in thickness from 3-16 
.nch at the bottom to 1-16 inch at the 
sides near the stern; 100 feet long over 
all, 9 feet beam and weighing com- 
plete, without machinery or stores 
15 tons. As originally fitted up the 
Turbina had one engine and screw 
which were calculated to develop and 
ise upward of 1,500 horse power, with 
a speed of 2,500 revolutions a minute. 
Steam was supplied by a water tube 
boiler, built to supply steam at 225 
rounds working pressure, and with 
1,100 square feet of grate surface. Tho 
draught was forced by a fan, and the:" 
,vas a condenser with a surface of 4 - 
joo square feet.
